Dowager Empress Haruko 
Was Convert to Western 
Fashion of Dress 

WITH MUTSUHITO SAW 
MANY NATIONAL CHANGES 


Toklo, April f.—The Dowager Em- 
pr«w !{aruk-> tiled to-^aqr at the Im¬ 
perial villa at Nutn&fu Following tho 
usual custom In the ease of the death 
of a member of the Imperial family, 
the official announcement of the event 
wilt not be made until the body ha* 
been transferred to the capital, prob¬ 
ably tb-morrow. 

Her majesty died suddenly In. the 
presence of Bmperor Toehlhlto, the 
Empress and other members of the 
royal family, who had been summoned 
from the capital. 

The Imperial patient had developed 
deceptive symptoms. She displayed 
Increased vigor and asked for food. A 
short time afterward, her majesty be¬ 
came unconscious. The doctors In at¬ 
tendance applied restoratives but with¬ 
out avail. 

Her majesty had been suffering from 
angina pectoris, but the official diag¬ 
nosis declared that Bright's disease 
was the direct cause of death. 

The Dowager Empress Haruko was 
ths widow of Emperor Mutsuhlto, who 
died oh July to, 1912. She was boro on 
May 22, 1850, and was the daughter of 
a nobleman. IchIJo Tadado. In 1889 
she married the late emperor and was 
declared empress.

. pass. 1 1 through the troubled period of 
the transformation of Japan at the be¬ 
ginning of Mutsuhito's reign. She saw 
him transfer his capital from Kioto to 
Yeddo. which was later renamed Toklo. 
Bhe watched with curious Interest I he 
opening of the country to foreign com¬ 
missioners, its departure from old 
world customs, and Its adoption of 
western civilization. She waited In the 
Imperial palace news of ths Japanese 
armies at war. first with China and 
then with Russia, and saw the com¬ 
plete evolution of Japan Into a world 
power. 

Haruko was simple In her tastes. 
She presided over court functions with 
great dignity, on most occasions wear¬ 
ing western dress, especially when she 
came Into contact with Europeans or 
Americans. When the function was 
purely Japanese, she occasionally re¬ 
turned to the picturesque costume <>f 
her country. 

The dowager empress was greatly 
affected* by tlje death of Mutsuhlto, 
suffering for many months from an af¬ 
fection of the heart. 

The emperor and empress and their 
aides returned to Toklo this evening 
They had made only a brief nt'fcy at 
Kamnsu. where they prayed for an 
hour In the death chamber. All the 
theatres have be«*n closed and enter¬ 
tainments cancelled and It Is consider¬ 
ed probable that the emperor's corona¬ 
tion, whk» h had b ee n arranged for No¬ 
vember' 1®. wttt be p o st pone d: 

The ministerial crisis was cast Into 
the background by the death of the 
dowager empress, and the new cabinet 
has not yet been formed. 

The court officials proceeded Immedi¬ 
ately to make arrangements for tho 
state funeral. 

KELLY’S ARMY DFMANDS 
GIVEN FOOD AT PUEBLO 


Pueblo, Colo., April 8.—After break¬ 
ing their way from box cars Into wtilch 
they had been locked, oveipowerlng a 
dozen police and railroad detectives, 
166 members of “Oensral" Kelly's army 
of unemployed left a Denver A Rio 
Grands freight train two- miles north 
of this olty to-day and marched back 
to town demanding food. The men 
were escorted to ths city corral, where 
the police made arrangements to sup¬ 
ply a menu of beans, bread and coffeo. 

When the train bearing the army ar¬ 
rived here to-day, the cars wore* lock¬ 
ed and the police planned to send the 
train on through to Denver. The 
band, however, objected'to this pro¬ 
gramme and the escape followed. 

TEMPERATURE DROPS TO 
FREEZING DdWN SOUTH 


Memphis, Tenn.. April 9.—Freeelng 
temperatures wsre reported to-day from 
West Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississippi 
and Oklahoma by the weather bureau. 
At Fort Smith. Ark., the mercury fell 
to 80 degrees. At Jackson, Miss., a tem¬ 
perature of 88 was recorded and Vicks¬ 
burg reported It. 

In Memphis the freezing point was 
reached as In Nashville uai Chatta¬ 
nooga. 


Mexico City. April 8.—The first ad¬ 
mission that General Vttta and the 
rebel army have occupied Torreon Is 
mads by the Mexican Herald to-day. 
The newspaper states that General 
Aureltano Blanquot declares that Gen¬ 
eral Jose Velasco, ths federal com- ; 
mander, has not evacuated the city In 
the full sense of the word. The min¬ 
ister of wgmtays the federal comman¬ 
der has made a strategic move which 
Is expected to give the best results on 
the arrival of the federal columns now j 
on thslr way to Torreon. 

According to General Blanquet, a! 
position has been established by Gen- i 
eral Velasco at Cerro de la Crus, from 1 
which place he domtnutes Torreon with 
his artillery. The newspapers printed 
In Spanish do not make any mention 
of the oapture of Torreon. 

The government announced this 
morning through* the newspapers Its 
Intention of Instituting a censorship on 
cable dispute he#, 

Washington. D. C\. April 9.—Over¬ 
night dispatches to the nn\y depart¬ 
ment from Rear-admiral Fletcher re¬ 
ported lighting still In progress at 
Tampico without advantage to either 
side. On account of a heavy wind. 
Rear-admiral Mayo discouraged re¬ 
fugees from going aboard ships there. 

State department officials said to¬ 
day that foreign property, especially 
the oil plants In Tampico, were in 
grave danger, but there was thought 
to be little danger to the lives of for¬ 
eigners. 

Concerning conditions In Tamploo 
the state department issued this state¬ 
ment: “From Vera pros wireless re¬ 
ports regarding Tampico Indicate that 
the situation as to foreign property Is 
complicated and serious.

MAN WITH MONEY OF

was arrested last night. He confessed 
that there were ten Russians In the 
Kang. They overtook him as he ^a* 
walking along the track and forced 
him to accompany thgui. Two of the 
rear guard df&gged.hlm with them un¬ 
til they heard the firing and then he 
got away, loiter In the chase he re¬ 
ceived a bullet wound In the calf of 
the leg. He did not know the names 
of any of tho robbers, byt he declares 
that It la the leader who la still at 
large. 

Posses of citizens and police are still 
out looking for the ringleader, who has 
the money. It Is believed that he may 
have died in the woods, for he was 
certainly wounded and the trail along 
the track Is marked with blood. Fifty 
Russians have left the town since the 
holdup. Many suspicious characters 
in the vicinity are being rounded up 
and other arrests are likely at any 
time.

GUNMEN’S CONFESSION 
WOULD CLEAR BECKER 


Men Condemned to Die on 
Monday Might Give Evi¬ 
dence for Next Trial 


New York, April 9.-There wRe per¬ 
sistent rumors to-day to tho effect that 
at least ono of the four gunmen who 
are to dfle at Hlng Ring Monday for 
the part they played In the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal, the gambler, would 
confess. The rumors could not be traced 
to tJi-lr source. 

Joseph A. Shay, counsel for Charles 
Becker, former police lieutenant con- 
\ irted of Instigating the murder, but! 
saved by higher court ruling, said he | 
might go to the prlsbn some time to¬ 
day and endeavor to get statements 
from the four men to-be used by the' 
defence at the second trial of Becker 
In cose the condemned men decline to 
make statements to him, he has pre¬ 
pared an application to the supreme 
court • for an order re q ui ri n g the ap¬ 
point meat- rxt Ift «■»*** 

their depositions. In either event. It 
was said, the execution of the sentence 
would not be delayed. 

Although Governor fllynn has twice 
refused to grant a reprieve, the 
families of the gunmen and their coun¬ 
sel, Charles O. F. Wahle, have not 
given up all hope. 

To-day he will send a memorandum 
to Governor Glynn on the latter's re¬ 
fusal to grant a reprieve. The memor¬ 
andum will take the form of an argu¬ 
ment In answer to the governor's rea¬ 
sons for his refusal. Wahle had at first 
Intended to go to Albany to-duy to 
make a personal plea to Governor 
Glynn. But when the delegation of 
rabbis failed yesterday to move the 
governor to reconolder his decision. 
Wahl# determined that the Interests of 
his clients would best be nerved by 
forwarding the memorandum by special 
messenger. 

The rumors regarding the expected 
confession had It that one gunman who 
was likely to talk was “Gyp the Blood" 
Horowitz.

FIFTY WITNESSES TO 

REPORT ON EXPLOSION 

Four Deaths Resulted and Four Ware 
Injured When Dynamite 
Went Off. 

The Dalles. Ore.. April 9.—Fifty wit¬ 
nesses. Including workmen and of¬ 
ficials, were subpoenaed by Coroner 
C. D. Burgot to-day to testify at an In¬ 
quest here to-night Into the dynamite 
explosion yesterday on ths Dalles- 
Cellto government canal works, which 
resulted In the deaths of four men and 
serious Injury to as many more, when 
a steam shovel struck a “missed hole." 
The condition to-day of the four seri¬ 
ously Injured men. It was Announced, 
indicated that they would recover. Ac¬ 
curate checking up of the roll of em¬ 
ployees showed that all had been ac¬ 
counted for and that there were no 
others burled beneath the debris of 
rock and earth. 

Testimony regarding charges of em¬ 
ployees that dynamtt# charges that 
had missed fire were passed over care¬ 
lessly. was expected to-night when the 
Inquest over the bodies Is started. The 
Inquest may last several days.

In Decem¬ 
ber last, weal to the Jury Juot after 
noon to-day Practically tha entire 
forenoon was taken up by the sum¬ 
ming up of CJilef Justice Mathere. 

“There Is no room In the Jury box. 
anymore than there Is on tha Judges' 
bench, for weak sentimentality," said 
the chief Justice In the concluding por¬ 
tion of his address to the Jury “The 
duty.” he said, "may be stern. It may 
even be repugnant to our giO**r«i feel¬ 
ings. but It Is a duty which must 
nevertheless be personally and fear¬ 
lessly faced." 

His lordship pointed out that a man¬ 
slaughter verdict might always be 
found on an indictment for murder, 
though this right was not to be exer¬ 
cised arbitrarily. "To Justify a verdict 
of manslaughter In this case." he 
stated, “you must conclude- that the 
shot was fired without any Intention to 
eUffter kill or do bodily Injury, likely to \ 
result In death I must say that I can 
sea nothing In either the sworn evi¬ 
dence or the circumstances that would 
reasonably support such a finding. In 
my view your verdict mur* be either 
murder or acquittal. The question, 
however. Is one for you to decide. I do 
not withdraw the question of man¬ 
slaughter." .* 

He reviewed the evidence of Kraf- 
chenko's relations with Rolph, Bell 
and Larsen, before the robbery, and of 
his stay at tjie R« Igl* home near Plum 
Coulee He mentioned the evidence of 
those who thought r that the man In 
black was Krafchenko. a man might 
very easily be Bit •taken in recognition 
of an ot h er by ht» WOJR* aloe or some 
peculiarity, hut such Identification was 
one of the Items In the great mass of 
evidence to show whether or not it was 
the accused, he saM. 

Referring to the evidence of little 
Mary Doerksen. his lordship quoted a 
legal authority contending that from 
general experience observation was 
keener In childhood and that a child 
could not consistently commit perjury. 

“Now," he said, "we have the evi¬ 
dence of three witnesses. One of them 
states positively, the others merely 
vaguely that this man was Krafchen¬ 
ko; but the child speak* with Cer¬ 
tainty. There la nothing to show that 
the .child did not believe what ahe was 
saying It Is for you to say whether 
or not you believe her story:"

—In order to ascertain whether 
drill* in larjfe centres were done 
solely to impress the government, 
I visited the amall town of Lima- 
vady unannounced, and there on 
notice of one hour I waa able to 
view drill as thorough aa in Lon¬ 
donderry. Limavady ia unique in 
the Home Rule aituation. because 
from a population of 2.500. half 
Catholicg, a hrick drill hall was 
built and paid for in two months. 
In this building on Thursday nej^t 
Sir Edward Carson will address 
two thousand people. Because Ilia 
health ia bad hi* speech will be 
abort.—.—— --■- 

On this occasion a big parade 
of volunteers will he in charge of 
Major Kmythe and Dr. Proctor. 
While these are Protestant, Major 
Smythe’a ordprly will be a Catho¬ 
dic. R. L.—Vests,—of Ardmore. 
Bleaching Green. The hall is used 
for drill five nights in the week 
and for recruiting on the sixth. 
The company I saw waa the rawer 
of the two in town, but drilled 
with obvious determination. The 
volunteers are thoroughly repre¬ 
sentative, consisting of lawyers, 
elerka, bootmakers, apprentices, 
merchants and farmers; men, not 
boy*. The fanners are particular¬ 
ly impressive. Aa a class they 
are tall and strongly built. Some 
come five miles. 

Nationalists are not drilling in 
Limavady, nor anywhere outside 
Derry in this neighborhood. In 
Limavady relations are amicable, 
but Ulsterites are armed and in 
one humble home I saw the Union 
Jack used as a window blind to 
declare that the tenants are Pro¬ 
testants. So far as I could ascer¬ 
tain, there are only two Protest¬ 
ant Nationalists in the district. A 
remarkable feature of the Ulster 
organization is demonstrated at 
Limavady in regard to women co¬ 
operating. Two hospitals are es¬ 
tablished there, ten nurses in one 
and women holding sewing classes 


make bedding supplies. “My 
wife is busy making pyjamas for 
tlic hospital right now,” a prom¬ 
inent hanker told me, and this 
woman is only one of hundreds. 
Mrs. Robertson, a widow, of l>og’s 
Leap, near Limavady, lias a large 
estate which she ia handing over 
for hospital purposes. Her huge 
sheep pens have been thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected, and are 
being equipped with one hundred 
beds as a hospital at her own cost. 
Blie is also giving the services of 
a large staff of servants. Lima¬ 
vady also has a woman’s signal 
corps. 

Startling evidence of armed 
re a dine ss in t h e Ul ste r rur a l dis- 
trieta waa brought home to me 
when I-was quietly taken to a 
room where real anna are stored. 
Rifles of modern make, in two 
types, bayonets and all accontre- 
mentx were there. Prom a little 
box my guide produced a deadly 
nine-shot automatic pistol, re¬ 
marking grimly, “these things 
seem to have hecogte necessary.” 
Ulsterites have few magazine 
rifles, as repeaters are harder to 
learn to use. Churches take an 
active part in the preparations, 
and at Ballvkelly the Ulsterites 
drill in the Presbyterian church 
hall. At Limavady the priest told 
the parishioners the time had 
come not to employ Protestants, 
hut there are few employers in 
his flock. Canon King, rector of 
Limavady, is just as extreme in 
the opposite direction. “Do you 
think,” he asked me, “that we 
Protestants will consent to be 
governed by moonlighters and 
cattle-maimera and sncht The 
government is mistaken if they 
think we will take it lying down. 
Whether successful or unsuccess¬ 
ful. we will resist.” 

He described Premier Asquith 
as being surrounded by a lot of 
liars. This rector is enrolled as a 
voluhteer, but docs not drill be¬ 
cause he is too busy writing 
Ulsterite pamphlets.

Toronto, April 8.—A prohibition peti¬ 
tion containing nine thousand name* 
of young Conservative* waa presented 
yesterday to Hon. J. J. Foy and other 
cabinet ministers. It asks for the 
abolition of all liquor shops, bar and 
club licenses in the province should a 
majority of votes be cast for It In a 
plebiscite on the question. Ths state¬ 
ment was made that thousands of men 
who were not young and who were - ' not 
Conservatives had asked to sign the 
petition and had been refused. The 
cabinet members promised the depu¬ 
tation consideration.

KING GUSTAV OF SWEDEN 
SURVIVES AN OPERATION 

Royal Patisnt Soars Up Well Aft®# 
Ordeal in Hospital This 
Morning. 

Stockholm, April 9 —Klnr Gustav of 
Sweden was operated on Lo-duy ol Lhe .. 
ftTipfiia hospital. The surgeons found 
that he was suffering from extensive 
ulceration of th® stomach. 

The operation, which was In chargA 
of Professor John Wilhelm Berg, n 
well-known Swedish surgeon, lasted 
two hours- It was announced afterward 
that th® king's condition was satisfac¬ 
tory. although his majesty was weak. 

The queen occupied an apartment in 
the hospital during the operation, and 
will stay there until the king is con¬ 
valescent 

After the operation on the king a 
bulletin wos Issued which said: “His 
majesty spent a quiet night bofor® the 
operation which was carried out by the 
Swedish professors, John Wilhelm Berg 
and Jules Akermnn The actual opera¬ 
tion lasted 76 minutes, and was well 
borne by th® royal patient. 

“The Queen of Sweden, the crowrn 
prince and crown princess. Prince 
Eugene, the prime minister, the foreign 
minister and the marshal of the king¬ 
dom were present In the hospital dur¬ 
ing the operation. 

“Professor Wilhelm Flelner, who act¬ 
ed as anaethlst. declared that his ma¬ 
jesty was now getting on well. The 
result left no doubt that the operation 
was necessary. Professor Flelner leaves 
this afternoon for Heidelberg."

have accepted the plan of choosing 
her course by ballot. In any case wc 
believe their apprehensions are un¬ 
founded

Its population 
at that time was about lS,ono, but In 
1910 It had shrunk to 1,*W. The his¬ 
tory of Nome has been that of scores 
of other towns that were the centres 
of excitement over the discovery of 
previous metals. It went U p like a 
rocket and came down like a stick. 
The depopulation of Nome haa been 
carried to a point where the Inhabit¬ 
ant* now represent the survival of 
the fittest—or the most fortunate. The 
high coat of living at Noma during 
the days of the gold rush made It
